Where 
we go doesn't matter so much a.s 
long as we get away We never tak^' 
the lime to recall the bumper crops 
we have had and the fortune.^ that 
lavc been made and lost.

Frozen wheat I 3 
nearly as goed a feed for livestock as 
No. 1 is, not quite but nearly. It does 
r't take an more 50c. wheat to fatt'wO 
a beef or a hog than it would if 
the wheat were worth $2 per bushel, 
and it isn't half a.H ha d tc feed it 
when it is cheap, and so it goes. There 
are a great many things we could do 
to take some of the disappointment 
out of our year’s werk if we wou’d 
study our farming profeasicn like 
other people study theirs. We should 
try it at any rale.

tr>’ in the world. Boost It, talk up 
its good qualities, make yourself be- 
Meve It. and drown the flrst kicker 
veu meet with a flood of good 
boosting talk and then see how much 
'•welter you feel and how much nicer 
his Southern Alberta sunshine feels 
md how much greener the grass Is 
fter you open your eyes and look for 
*hc good things In life. 

Let’s all of us try it.
